tion of all persona likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that 
the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after the sixty days from 
the date of publication of this notification. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person 
through the General Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Central Command with 
respect to the said draft before the said sixtieth day will be considered by the 
Central Government, 


DRAFT RULES 


1, Short title and commencement,— (1) These rules may be called Varanasi 
Cantonment (Division Into Wards) Rules, 1974. 


(2) They shall qome into force at once. 
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A Division of Cantonment Into Wards.—For the purposes of holding elections _ 
to the Varanasi Cantonment Board, the Cantonment of Varanasi shah pe divided * 
into five wards, namely:— 

Ward No. I. 

Ward No. II. 

Ward No. III. 

Ward No. IV. 

Ward No. V. 

3 Boundaries of Wards.— The boundaries of each of the said wards shall be 
as specified in the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

4. Number of members to be elected. —The number of members to be elected 
from each of the wards shall be as shown below:— 

Ward No. I—1. 

Ward No. II—1. 

Ward No. IH—1. 

Ward No IV—1. 

Ward No. V—1. 

Schedule 

(Boundaries of Wards —See Rule 3) 

Ward No. I.—The boundary of this ward starts from the junction of Northern 
Railway (Varanasi to Jaunpur) and Cariappa Road and runs towards east along 
Railway line upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 25 thence it runs south east 
along Cantonment boundary upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 26, thence 
it runs north east upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No, 27 and further It runs 
in the south east direction along Cantonment boundary through Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar Nos. 28, 28A, 28B, 28C, 28D, 28E and 28F upto Cantonment 

Boundary Pillar No. 28, thence it runs south west along G.T. Road upto Canton¬ 
ment Boundary Pillar No 30 excluding survey No. 312/1 bounded by Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar Nos. A, B, C and D and further it runs in the same direction 
along G.T. Road upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 31, thence It runs in 
westerly direction along Cantonment Boundary through Cantonment Boundary 
Pillar No. 32 upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 33A, thence it runs north 
east along Cantonment Boundary upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 33B 
and further it runs along Cariappa Road in northerly direction upto the junction 
of Northern Railway (Varanasi to Jaunpur) and Cariappa Road i,e. the starting 
point. 1 

Ward No. II. —The boundary of this ward starts from the Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar No. 84 and It runs in north easterly direction along Cantonment 
Boundary through Cantonment Boundary Pillar Nos. 85 and 86 upto Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar No. 1, thence It runs, south east along Cantonment Boundary 
through Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 2 upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar 
No. 3 thence it runs south along Cantonment Boundary through Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar No. 4 upto Cantonment Boundary Hilar No. 5 thence it runs 
south easterly direction along Cantonment boundary through Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar No. 6 upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 7 thence it runs 
south west along Cantonment Boundary through Cantonment Boundary Pillar 
Nos. 8, 8, 10, 11, 12, 13 14, 15, 16. 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23 and, 24 upto Canton¬ 
ment Boundary Pillar No. 25, thence It runs west along Railway track upto the 
junction of Northern Railway (Varanasi to Jaunpur) and Cariappa Road, thence 
it runs in north east direction along Cariappa Road upto its junction with Nathoo 
Singh Road thence it runs east along Nathoo Singh Road upto Sadar Bazar 
Boundary Pillar No. 19 thence it runs north along Sadar Bazar main road upto 
south west corner of house Np. 243 in Sadar Bazar thence it runs east along 
Sadar Bazar big drain upto the culvert over the said drain thence it runs north 
along pathwny and meets the southern boundary of Bungallow No. 39 at a point 
48 meters east of the Sadar Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 11 thence it runs south 
east along the Southern boundary of Bungalow No. 39 upto Sadar Bazar 
Boundary Pillar No. 12 thence it runs north east along eastern boundary of 
Bungalow No. 39 upto the Sadar Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 13 thence it runs 
south east along Church Road upto its junction with Becon’s Field Road near 
south east corner of Quarter No. 26 thence It runs north along Becon’s Field 
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Road upto its junction with Strangers Road near the north east boundary of 
Bungalow No. 43 thence It runs west along Strangers Road upto Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar No. 84 i.e. the starting .point 


^ Ward No. HI. —The boundary of this ward starts from the road junction of 
Cariappa Road and Chamartola Road and runs east along Chamartola Road upto 
north west corner of house No. 1 in Sadar Bazar thence It runs south along road 
upto south west corner of house No. 3 thence it runs east along Pump House 
Road upto its junction with Sadar Bazar main road near south east corner of 
House No. 22 thence it runs south along Sadar Bazar main road upto north east 
corner of house No, 100 thence it runs west along road upto north west corner 
of House No. 113 thence It runs south along road upto Sadar Bazar Boundary
